Tlie violonco, of which 
thi; Slovak people are the victin, is the work of various fomattons coipooed 
rrostly of Czechs. This all has strexrgthened the Slovak nation's docislon 
which manifested itself in the unanimous vote of the Diet of the Slovak 
Republic on March H, 1939* 

The realization tire principles of Freedcn and 
Deaocracy in Slovakia is inconceivable without the realization of a Slovak 
Republic wiiich, as an equal partner of other European na'ions, bocor.;e
